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A BILL 
To codify provisions relating to the Office of National Drug 

Control, and for other purposes. 
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Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representa-1

tives of the United States of America in Congress assembled, 2

SECTION 1. SHORT TITLE. 3

This Act may be cited as the ‘‘Coordinated Response 4

through Interagency Strategy and Information Sharing 5

Act’’ or the ‘‘CRISIS Act’’. 6

SEC. 2. OFFICE OF NATIONAL DRUG CONTROL. 7

(a) REDESIGNATION.—The Office of National Drug 8

Control Policy shall be known as the ‘‘Office of National 9

Drug Control’’. 10

(b) REFERENCES.—Any reference in any other Federal 11

law, Executive order, rule, regulation, or delegation of au-12

thority, or any document of or relating to the Office of Na-13

tional Drug Control Policy is deemed to refer to the Office 14

of National Drug Control. 15

(c) CODIFICATION.—Subtitle I of title 31, United 16

States Code, is amended by adding at the end the following 17

new chapter: 18

‘‘In this chapter: 3

‘‘(1) AGENCY.—The term ‘agency’ has the mean-4

ing given the term ‘executive agency’ in section 102. 5

‘‘(2) APPROPRIATE CONGRESSIONAL COMMIT-6

TEES.—The term ‘appropriate congressional commit-7

tees’ means— 8

‘‘(A) the Committee on the Judiciary, the 9

Committee on Appropriations, and the Caucus 10

on International Narcotics Control of the Senate; 11

and 12

‘‘(B) the Committee on Oversight and Gov-13

ernment Reform, the Committee on the Judici-14

ary, and the Committee on Appropriations of the 15

House of Representatives. 16
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‘‘(3) DEMAND REDUCTION.—The term ‘demand 1

reduction’ means any activity conducted by a Na-2

tional Drug Control Program Agency, other than an 3

enforcement activity, that is intended to reduce or 4

prevent the use of drugs or support or provide treat-5

ment and recovery efforts, including— 6

‘‘(A) education about the dangers of illicit 7

drug use; 8

‘‘(B) services, programs, or strategies to pre-9

vent substance use disorder, including evidence- 10

based education campaigns, community-based 11

prevention programs, opioid diversion, collection 12

and disposal of unused prescription drugs, and 13

services to at-risk populations to prevent or 14

delay initial use of an illicit substance; 15

‘‘(C) substance use disorder treatment; 16

‘‘(D) illicit drug use research; 17

‘‘(E) drug-free workplace programs; 18

‘‘(F) drug testing, including the testing of 19

employees; 20

‘‘(G) interventions for illicit drug use and 21

dependence; 22

‘‘(H) expanding availability of access to 23

health care services for the treatment of substance 24

use disorders; 25
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‘‘(I) international drug control coordination 1

and cooperation with respect to activities de-2

scribed in this paragraph; 3

‘‘(J) pre- and post-arrest criminal justice 4

interventions such as diversion programs, drug 5

courts, and the provision of evidence-based treat-6

ment to individuals with substance use disorders 7

who are arrested or under some form of criminal 8

justice supervision, including medication assisted 9

treatment; 10

‘‘(K) other coordinated and joint initiatives 11

among Federal, State, local, and Tribal agencies 12

to promote comprehensive drug control strategies 13

designed to reduce the demand for, and the avail-14

ability of, illegal drugs; 15

‘‘(L) international illicit drug use edu-16

cation, prevention, treatment, recovery, research, 17

rehabilitation activities, and interventions for il-18

licit drug use and dependence; and 19

‘‘(M) research related to any of the activi-20

ties described in this paragraph. 21

‘‘(4) DIRECTOR.—The term ‘Director’ means the 22

Director of the Office of National Drug Control. 23
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‘‘(5) DRUG.—The term ‘drug’ has the meaning 1

given the term ‘controlled substance’ in section 102(6) 2

of the Controlled Substances Act (21 U.S.C. 802(6)). 3

‘‘(6) DRUG CONTROL.—The term ‘drug control’ 4

means any activity conducted by a National Drug 5

Control Program Agency involving supply reduction 6

or demand reduction. 7

‘‘(7) EMERGING THREAT.—The term ‘emerging 8

threat’ means the occurrence of a new and growing 9

trend in the use of an illicit drug or class of drugs, 10

including rapid expansion in the supply of or de-11

mand for such drug. 12

‘‘(8) ILLICIT DRUG USE; ILLICIT DRUGS; ILLEGAL 13

DRUGS.—The terms ‘illicit drug use’, ‘illicit drugs’, 14

and ‘illegal drugs’ include the illegal or illicit use of 15

prescription drugs. 16

‘‘(9) LAW ENFORCEMENT.—The term ‘law en-17

forcement’ or ‘drug law enforcement’ means all efforts 18

by a Federal, State, local, or Tribal government agen-19

cy to enforce the drug laws of the United States or 20

any State, including investigation, arrest, prosecu-21

tion, and incarceration or other punishments or pen-22

alties. 23

‘‘(10) NATIONAL DRUG CONTROL PROGRAM.—The 24

term ‘National Drug Control Program’ means pro-25
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grams, policies, and activities undertaken by Na-1

tional Drug Control Program Agencies pursuant to 2

the responsibilities of such agencies under the Na-3

tional Drug Control Strategy, including any activi-4

ties involving supply reduction, demand reduction, or 5

State, local, and Tribal affairs. 6

‘‘(11) NATIONAL DRUG CONTROL PROGRAM AGEN-7

CY.—The term ‘National Drug Control Program 8

Agency’ means any agency (or bureau, office, inde-9

pendent agency, board, division, commission, subdivi-10

sion, unit, or other component thereof) that is respon-11

sible for implementing any aspect of the National 12

Drug Control Strategy, including any agency that re-13

ceives Federal funds to implement any aspect of the 14

National Drug Control Strategy, but does not include 15

any agency that receives funds for drug control activ-16

ity solely under the National Intelligence Program or 17

the Military Intelligence Program. 18

‘‘(12) NATIONAL DRUG CONTROL STRATEGY; 19

STRATEGY.—The term ‘National Drug Control Strat-20

egy’ or ‘Strategy’ means the strategy developed and 21

submitted to Congress under section 1005. 22

‘‘(13) NONPROFIT ORGANIZATION.—The term 23

‘nonprofit organization’ means an organization that 24

is described in section 501(c)(3) of the Internal Rev-25
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enue Code of 1986 and exempt from tax under section 1

501(a) of such Code. 2

‘‘(14) OFFICE.—The term ‘Office’ means the Of-3

fice of National Drug Control. 4

‘‘(15) STATE, LOCAL, AND TRIBAL AFFAIRS.—The 5

term ‘State, local, and Tribal affairs’ means domestic 6

activities conducted by a National Drug Control Pro-7

gram Agency that are intended to reduce the avail-8

ability and use of illegal drugs, including— 9

‘‘(A) coordination and enhancement of Fed-10

eral, State, local, and Tribal law enforcement 11

drug control efforts; 12

‘‘(B) coordination and enhancement of ef-13

forts among National Drug Control Program 14

Agencies and State, local, and Tribal demand re-15

duction and supply reduction agencies; 16

‘‘(C) coordination and enhancement of Fed-17

eral, State, local, and Tribal law enforcement 18

initiatives to gather, analyze, and disseminate 19

information and law enforcement intelligence re-20

lating to drug control among domestic law en-21

forcement agencies; and 22

‘‘(D) other coordinated and joint initiatives 23

among Federal, State, local, and Tribal agencies 24

to promote comprehensive drug control strategies 25
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designed to reduce the demand for, and the avail-1

ability of, illegal drugs. 2

‘‘(16) SUBSTANCE USE DISORDER TREATMENT.— 3

The term ‘substance use disorder treatment’ means an 4

evidence-based, professionally directed, deliberate, and 5

planned regimen including evaluation, observation, 6

medical monitoring, and rehabilitative services and 7

interventions such as pharmacotherapy, behavioral 8

therapy, and individual and group counseling, on an 9

inpatient or outpatient basis, to help patients with 10

substance use disorder reach recovery. 11

‘‘(17) SUPPLY REDUCTION.—The term ‘supply 12

reduction’ means any activity or program conducted 13

by a National Drug Control Program Agency that is 14

intended to reduce the availability or use of illegal 15

drugs in the United States or abroad, including— 16

‘‘(A) law enforcement outside the United 17

States; 18

‘‘(B) domestic law enforcement; 19

‘‘(C) source country programs, including 20

economic development programs primarily in-21

tended to reduce the production or trafficking of 22

illicit drugs; 23
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‘‘(D) activities to control international traf-1

ficking in, and availability of, illegal drugs, in-2

cluding— 3

‘‘(i) accurate assessment and moni-4

toring of international drug production and 5

interdiction programs and policies; and 6

‘‘(ii) coordination and promotion of 7

compliance with international treaties re-8

lating to the production, transportation, or 9

interdiction of illegal drugs; 10

‘‘(E) activities to conduct and promote 11

international law enforcement programs and 12

policies to reduce the supply of drugs; 13

‘‘(F) activities to facilitate and enhance the 14

sharing of domestic and foreign intelligence in-15

formation among National Drug Control Pro-16

gram Agencies, relating to the production and 17

trafficking of drugs in the United States and in 18

foreign countries; 19

‘‘(G) activities to prevent the diversion of 20

drugs for their illicit use; and 21

‘‘(H) research related to any of the activi-22

ties described in this paragraph. 23
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‘‘§ 1002. Office of National Drug Control 1

‘‘(a) ESTABLISHMENT OF OFFICE.—There is estab-2

lished in the Executive Office of the President an Office of 3

National Drug Control, which shall— 4

‘‘(1) lead national drug control efforts, including 5

developing and assessing implementation of evidence- 6

based drug control policy; 7

‘‘(2) coordinate and oversee the implementation 8

of the national drug control policy, including the Na-9

tional Drug Control Strategy; 10

‘‘(3) assess and certify the adequacy of National 11

Drug Control Programs and the budget for those pro-12

grams; 13

‘‘(4) monitor and evaluate the effectiveness of na-14

tional drug control policy efforts, including the Na-15

tional Drug Control Program Agencies’ programs, by 16

developing and applying specific goals and perform-17

ance measurements and tracking program-level spend-18

ing; 19

‘‘(5) identify and respond to emerging threats re-20

lated to illicit drug use; 21

‘‘(6) administer and evaluate grant programs in 22

furtherance of the National Drug Control Strategy; 23

and 24

‘‘(7) facilitate broad-scale information sharing 25

and data standardization among Federal, State, and 26
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local entities to support the national drug control ef-1

forts. 2

‘‘(b) DIRECTOR OF NATIONAL DRUG CONTROL AND 3

DEPUTY DIRECTORS.— 4

‘‘(1) DIRECTOR.— 5

‘‘(A) IN GENERAL.—There shall be at the 6

head of the Office a Director who shall hold the 7

same rank and status as the head of an executive 8

department listed in section 101 of title 5, 9

United States Code. 10

‘‘(B) APPOINTMENT.—The Director shall be 11

appointed by the President, by and with the ad-12

vice and consent of the Senate, and shall serve 13

at the pleasure of the President. 14

‘‘(2) DEPUTY DIRECTOR.— 15

‘‘(A) IN GENERAL.—There shall be a Dep-16

uty Director who shall report directly to the Di-17

rector, be appointed by the President, and serve 18

at the pleasure of the President. 19

‘‘(B) RESPONSIBILITIES.—The Deputy Di-20

rector shall— 21

‘‘(i) carry out the responsibilities dele-22

gated by the Director; and 23

‘‘(ii) be responsible for effectively co-24

ordinating with the Coordinators. 25
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‘‘(c) RESPONSIBILITIES.— 1

‘‘(1) POLICIES, GOALS, OBJECTIVES, AND PRIOR-2

ITIES.—The Director shall assist the President in di-3

recting national drug control efforts, including estab-4

lishing policies, goals, objectives, and priorities for the 5

National Drug Control Program that are based on 6

evidence-based research. 7

‘‘(2) CONSULTATION.—To formulate the National 8

Drug Control policies, goals, objectives, and priorities, 9

the Director— 10

‘‘(A) shall consult with— 11

‘‘(i) State and local governments; 12

‘‘(ii) National Drug Control Program 13

Agencies; 14

‘‘(iii) each committee, working group, 15

council, or other entity established under 16

this chapter, as appropriate; 17

‘‘(iv) the public; 18

‘‘(v) appropriate congressional com-19

mittees; and 20

‘‘(vi) any other person in the discretion 21

of the Director; and 22

‘‘(B) may— 23

‘‘(i) establish advisory councils; 24

‘‘(ii) acquire data from agencies; and 25
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‘‘(iii) request data from any other enti-1

ty. 2

‘‘§ 1003. Administration of the office 3

‘‘(a) EMPLOYMENT.— 4

‘‘(1) AUTHORITY OF THE DIRECTOR.—The Direc-5

tor may select, appoint, employ, and fix compensa-6

tion of such officers and employees of the Office as 7

may be necessary to carry out the functions of the Of-8

fice under this chapter. 9

‘‘(2) PROHIBITIONS.— 10

‘‘(A) GENERALLY.—No person shall serve as 11

Director or Deputy Director while serving in 12

any other position in the Federal Government. 13

‘‘(B) PROHIBITION ON POLITICAL CAM-14

PAIGNING.—Any officer or employee of the Office 15

who is appointed to that position by the Presi-16

dent, by and with the advice and consent of the 17

Senate, may not participate in Federal election 18

campaign activities, except that such official is 19

not prohibited by this paragraph from making 20

contributions to individual candidates. 21

‘‘(b) PROHIBITION ON THE USE OF FUNDS FOR POLIT-22

ICAL CAMPAIGNS OR BALLOT INITIATIVES.—No funds au-23

thorized under this chapter may be obligated for the purpose 24
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of influencing any Federal, State, or local election or ballot 1

initiative. 2

‘‘(c) PERSONNEL DETAILED TO OFFICE.— 3

‘‘(1) EVALUATIONS.—Notwithstanding any pro-4

vision of chapter 43 of title 5, the Director shall per-5

form the evaluation of the performance of any em-6

ployee detailed to the Office for purposes of the appli-7

cable performance appraisal system established under 8

such chapter for any rating period, or part thereof, 9

that such employee is detailed to such office. 10

‘‘(2) COMPENSATION.— 11

‘‘(A) BONUS PAYMENTS.—Subject to the 12

availability of appropriations, the Director may 13

provide periodic bonus payments to any em-14

ployee detailed to the Office. 15

‘‘(B) RESTRICTIONS.—An amount paid 16

under this paragraph to an employee for any pe-17

riod— 18

‘‘(i) shall not be greater than 20 per-19

cent of the basic pay paid or payable to 20

such employee for such period; and 21

‘‘(ii) shall be in addition to the basic 22

pay of such employee. 23

‘‘(C) AGGREGATE AMOUNT.—The aggregate 24

amount paid during any fiscal year to an em-25
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ployee detailed to the Office as basic pay, 1

awards, bonuses, and other compensation shall 2

not exceed the annual rate payable at the end of 3

such fiscal year for positions at level III of the 4

Executive Schedule. 5

‘‘(d) CONGRESSIONAL ACCESS TO INFORMATION.—The 6

location of the Office in the Executive Office of the President 7

shall not be construed as affecting access by Congress, or 8

any committee of the House of Representatives or the Sen-9

ate, to any— 10

‘‘(1) information, document, or study in the pos-11

session of, or conducted by or at the direction of the 12

Director; or 13

‘‘(2) personnel of the Office. 14

‘‘(e) OTHER AUTHORITIES OF THE DIRECTOR.—In 15

carrying out this chapter, the Director may— 16

‘‘(1) use for administrative purposes, on a reim-17

bursable basis, the available services, equipment, per-18

sonnel, and facilities of Federal, State, and local 19

agencies; 20

‘‘(2) procure the services of experts and consult-21

ants in accordance with section 3109 of title 5 relat-22

ing to appointments in the Federal Service, at rates 23

of compensation for individuals not to exceed the 24

daily equivalent of the rate of pay payable under level 25
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IV of the Executive Schedule under section 5311 of 1

such title; and 2

‘‘(3) use the mails in the same manner as any 3

other agency. 4

‘‘(f) GENERAL SERVICES ADMINISTRATION.—The Ad-5

ministrator of General Services shall provide to the Direc-6

tor, on a reimbursable basis, such administrative support 7

services as the Director may request. 8

‘‘§ 1004. National drug control program budget 9

‘‘(a) BUDGET RECOMMENDATIONS.—Not later than 10

July 1 of each year, the Director shall provide to the head 11

of each National Drug Control Program Agency budget rec-12

ommendations, including requests for specific initiatives 13

that are consistent with the priorities of the President under 14

the National Drug Control Strategy, which shall— 15

‘‘(1) apply to the budget for the next fiscal year 16

scheduled for formulation under chapter 11, and each 17

of the 4 subsequent fiscal years; and 18

‘‘(2) address funding priorities developed in the 19

National Drug Control Strategy. 20

‘‘(b) RESPONSIBILITIES OF NATIONAL DRUG CONTROL 21

PROGRAM AGENCIES.— 22

‘‘(1) IN GENERAL.—For each fiscal year, the 23

head of each National Drug Control Program Agency 24

shall transmit to the Director a copy of the proposed 25

of the President submitted to Congress under section 5

1105(a). 6

‘‘(2) SUBMISSION OF DRUG CONTROL BUDGET 7

REQUESTS.—The head of each National Drug Control 8

Program Agency shall ensure timely development and 9

submission to the Director of each proposed drug con-10

trol budget request transmitted pursuant to this sub-11

section, in such format as may be designated by the 12

Director with the concurrence of the Director of the 13

Office of Management and Budget. 14

‘‘(3) CONTENT OF DRUG CONTROL BUDGET RE-15

QUESTS.—A drug control budget request submitted by 16

the head of a National Drug Control Program Agency 17

under this subsection shall include all requests for 18

funds for any drug control activity undertaken by 19

such agency, including demand reduction, supply re-20

duction, and State, local, and Tribal affairs, includ-21

ing any drug law enforcement activities. If an activ-22

ity has both drug control and nondrug control pur-23

poses or applications, such agency shall estimate by 24

a documented calculation the total funds requested for 25
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that activity that would be used for drug control, and 1

shall set forth in its request the basis and method for 2

making the estimate. 3

‘‘(c) REVIEW AND CERTIFICATION OF BUDGET RE-4

QUESTS AND BUDGET SUBMISSIONS OF NATIONAL DRUG 5

CONTROL PROGRAM AGENCIES.— 6

‘‘(1) IN GENERAL.—The Director shall review 7

each drug control budget request submitted to the Di-8

rector under subsection (b). 9

‘‘(2) REVIEW OF BUDGET REQUESTS.— 10

‘‘(A) INADEQUATE REQUESTS.—If the Di-11

rector concludes that a budget request submitted 12

under subsection (b) is inadequate, in whole or 13

in part, to implement the objectives of the Na-14

tional Drug Control Strategy with respect to the 15

agency or program at issue for the year for 16

which the request is submitted, the Director shall 17

submit to the head of the applicable National 18

Drug Control Program Agency a written de-19

scription identifying the funding levels and spe-20

cific initiatives that would, in the determination 21

of the Director, make the request adequate to im-22

plement those objectives. 23

‘‘(B) ADEQUATE REQUESTS.—If the Direc-24

tor concludes that a budget request submitted 25
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under subsection (b) is adequate to implement 1

the objectives of the National Drug Control 2

Strategy with respect to the agency or program 3

at issue for the year for which the request is sub-4

mitted, the Director shall submit to the head of 5

the applicable National Drug Control Program 6

Agency a written statement confirming the ade-7

quacy of the request. 8

‘‘(C) RECORD.—The Director shall main-9

tain a record of each description submitted 10

under subparagraph (A) and each statement sub-11

mitted under subparagraph (B). 12

‘‘(3) SPECIFIC REQUESTS.—The Director shall 13

not confirm the adequacy of any budget request that 14

requests a level of funding that will not enable 15

achievement of the goals of the National Drug Control 16

Strategy, including— 17

‘‘(A) requests funding for Federal law en-18

forcement activities that do not adequately com-19

pensate for transfers of drug enforcement re-20

sources and personnel to law enforcement and 21

investigation activities; 22

‘‘(B) requests funding for law enforcement 23

activities on the borders of the United States that 24
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do not adequately direct resources to drug inter-1

diction and enforcement; 2

‘‘(C) requests funding for drug treatment 3

activities that do not provide adequate results 4

and accountability measures; 5

‘‘(D) requests funding for drug treatment 6

activities that do not adequately support and en-7

hance Federal drug treatment programs and ca-8

pacity; and 9

‘‘(E) requests funding for the operations 10

and management of the Department of Home-11

land Security that does not include a specific re-12

quest for funds for the Office of Counternarcotics 13

Enforcement to carry out its responsibilities 14

under section 878 of the Homeland Security Act 15

of 2002 (6 U.S.C. 458). 16

‘‘(4) AGENCY RESPONSE.— 17

‘‘(A) IN GENERAL.—The head of a National 18

Drug Control Program Agency that receives a 19

description under paragraph (2)(A) shall include 20

the funding levels and initiatives described by 21

the Director in the budget submission for that 22

agency to the Office of Management and Budget. 23

‘‘(B) IMPACT STATEMENT.—The head of a 24

National Drug Control Program Agency that has 25
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altered its budget submission under this para-1

graph shall include as an appendix to the budget 2

Agencies to collect, compile, analyze, and facilitate the 3

sharing of data on the use of illicit drugs, treatment 4

for substance use disorder, and interdiction of illicit 5

drugs. The Center shall be considered a ‘statistical 6

agency or unit’, as that term is defined in section 502 7

of the Confidential Information Protection and Sta-8

tistical Efficiency Act of 2002 (44 U.S.C. 3501 note) 9

and shall have the necessary independence to ensure 10

any data or information acquired by an agency 11

under a pledge of confidentiality and for exclusively 12

statistical purposes is used exclusively for statistical 13

purposes. 14

‘‘(2) CENTER DIRECTOR.—There shall be at the 15

head of the Center a Center Director who shall be ap-16

pointed by the Director from among individuals 17

qualified and distinguished in data governance and 18

statistical analysis. 19

‘‘(3) DATA COMPILATION.—The Director, acting 20

through the Center Director, shall do the following: 21

‘‘(A) Coordinate data collection activities 22

among the National Drug Control Program 23

Agencies. 24
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‘‘(B) Collect information not otherwise col-1

lected by National Drug Control Program Agen-2

cies as necessary to inform the National Drug 3

Control Strategy. 4

‘‘(C) Compile and analyze any data re-5

quired to be collected under this chapter. 6

‘‘(D) Disseminate technology, as appro-7

priate, to States and local jurisdictions to enable 8

or improve the collection of data on drug use, in-9

cluding the recordation of the occurrence of fatal 10

and non-fatal drug overdoses. 11

‘‘(E) Compile information collected by Na-12

tional Drug Control Program Agencies on grants 13

issued through any National Drug Control Pro-14

gram, including for any grant the following: 15

‘‘(i) The recipient. 16

‘‘(ii) The amount. 17

‘‘(iii) The intended purpose. 18

‘‘(iv) Any evidence of the efficacy of the 19

outcomes achieved by the program funded 20

through the grant. 21

‘‘(v) Any assessments of how the grant 22

met its intended purpose. 23

‘‘(4) TOXICOLOGY SCREENING.— 24
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‘‘(A) ESTABLISHMENT.—The Center Direc-1

tor may establish a toxicology screening program 2

that engages in— 3

‘‘(i) secondary analysis of urine sam-4

ples that would otherwise be discarded by— 5

‘‘(I) hospitals and drug treatment 6

programs; 7

‘‘(II) correctional facilities, book-8

ing sites, probation programs, drug 9

courts, and related facilities; and 10

‘‘(III) coroners and medical exam-11

iners; and 12

‘‘(ii) analysis of other physical sam-13

ples, as determined by the Center Director 14

to be valuable for understanding the preva-15

lence of any illicit drug. 16

‘‘(B) DE-IDENTIFICATION OF INFORMA-17

TION.—The Center Director shall ensure that no 18

samples have any personally identifiable infor-19

mation prior to collection. 20

‘‘(C) LIMITATION ON USE.—No data ob-21

tained from analysis conducted under this para-22

graph may be used as evidence in any pro-23

ceeding. 24
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‘‘(D) STATE PROGRAM.—The Center Direc-1

tor may establish a program that enables States 2

and local jurisdictions to submit up to 20 urine 3

samples per year for toxicology analysis for the 4

purposes of identifying substances present in in-5

dividuals who have suffered fatal drug overdoses. 6

‘‘(5) AUTHORITY TO CONTRACT.—The Director 7

may award contracts, enter into interagency agree-8

ments, manage individual projects, and conduct other 9

operational activities under this subsection. 10

‘‘(b) CRITICAL DRUG CONTROL INFORMATION AND 11

EVIDENCE PLAN.— 12

‘‘(1) IN GENERAL.—Not later than the first Mon-13

day in February of each year, the Director shall sub-14

mit to Congress a systematic plan for increasing data 15

collection to enable real-time surveillance of drug con-16

trol threats, developing analysis and monitoring ca-17

pabilities, and identifying and addressing policy 18

questions relevant to the National Drug Control Pol-19

icy, Strategy, and Program. Such plan shall be made 20

available on the public online portal of the Office, 21

‘‘(C) A list of methods and analytical ap-11

proaches that may be used to develop evidence to 12

support the National Drug Control Program and 13

Strategy and related policy. 14

‘‘(D) A list of any challenges to developing 15

evidence to support policymaking, including any 16

barriers to accessing, collecting, or using relevant 17

data. 18

‘‘(E) A description of the steps the Director 19

and the head of each National Drug Control Pro-20

gram Agency will take to effectuate the plan. 21

‘‘(F) Any other relevant information as de-22

termined by the Director. 23
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‘‘(2) CONSULTATION.—In developing the plan re-1

quired under paragraph (1), the Director shall con-2

sult with the following: 3

‘‘(A) The public. 4

‘‘(B) Any evaluation or analysis units and 5

personnel of the Office. 6

‘‘(C) Office officials responsible for imple-7

menting privacy policy. 8

‘‘(D) Office officials responsible for data 9

governance. 10

‘‘(E) The appropriate congressional com-11

mittees. 12

‘‘(F) Any other individual or entity as de-13

termined by the Director. 14

‘‘(c) EVIDENCE-BASED POLICY.— 15

‘‘(1) HARM REDUCTION PROGRAMS.—When de-16

veloping the national drug control policy, any policy 17

of the Director, including policies relating to syringe 18

exchange programs for intravenous drug users, shall 19

be based on the best available medical and scientific 20

evidence regarding the effectiveness of such policy in 21

promoting individual health, preventing the spread of 22

infectious disease and the impact of such policy on 23

drug addiction and use. In making any policy relat-24

ing to harm reduction programs, the Director shall 25
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consult with the National Institutes of Health and the 1

National Academy of Sciences. 2

‘‘(2) FUND RESTRICTION FOR THE LEGALIZATION 3

OF CONTROLLED SUBSTANCES.—The Director shall 4

ensure that no Federal funds appropriated to the Of-5

fice shall be expended for any study or contract relat-6

ing to the legalization (for a medical use or any other 7

use) for which a listing in schedule I is in effect 8

under section 202 of the Controlled Substances Act 9

(21 U.S.C. 812). 10

‘‘(d) DRUG CONTROL DATA DASHBOARD.— 11

‘‘(1) ESTABLISHMENT.—The Director, in con-12

sultation with the Center Director, shall establish and 13

maintain a data dashboard on the online portal of 14

the Office to be known as the ‘Drug Control Data 15

Dashboard’. The Director shall ensure the user inter-16

face of the dashboard is constructed with modern de-17

sign standards. To the extent practicable, the data 18

made available on the dashboard shall be publicly 19

available in a machine-readable format and search-20

able by year, agency, drug, and location.

that could not be interdicted or disrupted in 11

the calendar year and each of the previous 12

3 calendar years; 13

‘‘(iv) the known and estimated levels of 14

domestic production in the calendar year 15

and each of the previous three calendar 16

years, including the levels of domestic pro-17

duction if the drug is a prescription drug, 18

as determined under the Federal Food, 19

Drug, and Cosmetic Act, for which a listing 20

is in effect under section 202 of the Con-21

trolled Substances Act (21 U.S.C. 812); and 22

‘‘(v) the average street price for the cal-23

endar year and the highest known street 24

price during the preceding 10-year period. 25
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‘‘(B) For the calendar year and each of the 1

previous three years data sufficient to show, 2

disaggregated by State and, to the extent feasible, 3

by region within a State, county, or city, the fol-4

lowing: 5

‘‘(i) The number of fatal and non-fatal 6

overdoses caused by each drug identified 7

under subparagraph (A)(i). 8

‘‘(ii) The prevalence of substance use 9

disorders. 10

‘‘(iii) The number of individuals who 11

have received substance use disorder treat-12

ment, including medication assisted treat-13

ment, for a substance use disorder, includ-14

ing treatment provided through publicly-fi-15

nanced health care programs. 16

‘‘(iv) The extent of the unmet need for 17

substance use disorder treatment, including 18

the unmet need for medication-assisted 19

treatment. 20

‘‘(C) Data sufficient to show the extent of 21

prescription drug diversion, trafficking, and 22

misuse in the calendar year and each of the pre-23

vious 3 calendar years. 24
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‘‘(D) Any quantifiable measures the Direc-1

tor determines to be appropriate to detail 2

progress toward the achievement of the goals of 3

the National Drug Control Strategy. 4

‘‘(e) ACCESS TO INFORMATION.— 5

‘‘(1) IN GENERAL.—Upon the request of the Di-6

rector, the head of any National Drug Control Pro-7

gram Agency shall cooperate with and provide to the 8

Director any statistics, studies, reports, and other in-9

formation prepared or collected by the agency con-10

cerning the responsibilities of the agency under the 11

National Drug Control Strategy that relate to— 12

‘‘(A) drug control; or 13

‘‘(B) the manner in which amounts made 14

available to that agency for drug control are 15

being used by that agency. 16

‘‘(2) PROTECTION OF INTELLIGENCE INFORMA-17

TION.— 18

‘‘(A) IN GENERAL.—The authorities con-19

ferred on the Office and the Director by this 20

chapter shall be exercised in a manner consistent 21

with provisions of the National Security Act of 22

1947 (50 U.S.C. 401 et seq.). The Director of Na-23

tional Intelligence shall prescribe such regula-24

tions as may be necessary to protect information 25
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provided pursuant to this chapter regarding in-1

telligence sources and methods. 2

‘‘(B) DUTIES OF DIRECTOR.—The Director 3

of National Intelligence and the Director of the 4

Central Intelligence Agency shall, to the max-5

imum extent practicable in accordance with sub-6

paragraph (A), render full assistance and sup-7

port to the Office and the Director. 8

‘‘(3) REQUIRED REPORTS FROM NATIONAL DRUG 9

CONTROL AGENCIES.—The head of each National 10

Drug Control Program Agency shall submit to the Di-11

rector such information and reports as requested from 12

such National Drug Control Program Agency by the 13

Director, which shall include from the appropriate 14

National Drug Control Program Agencies: 15

‘‘(A) Not later than July 1 of each year, the 16

head of a designated National Drug Control Pro-17

gram Agency shall submit to the Director and 18

the appropriate congressional committees an as-19

sessment of the quantity of illegal drug cultiva-20

tion and manufacturing in the United States on 21

lands owned or under the jurisdiction of their re-22

spective agencies that was seized or eradicated by 23

their personnel during the preceding calendar 24

year. 25
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‘‘(B) Not later than July 1 of each year, the 1

head of a designated National Drug Control Pro-2

gram Agency shall submit to the Director and 3

the appropriate congressional committees infor-4

mation for the preceding year regarding— 5

‘‘(i) the number and type of seizures of 6

drugs by each component of the agency seiz-7

ing drugs, as well as statistical information 8

on the geographic areas of such seizures; 9

and 10

‘‘(ii) the number of air and maritime 11

patrol hours primarily dedicated to drug 12

supply reduction missions undertaken by 13

each component of the agency. 14

‘‘(C) Not later than July 1 of each year, the 15

head of a designated National Drug Control Pro-16

gram Agency shall submit to the Director and 17

the appropriate congressional committees infor-18

mation for the preceding year regarding the 19

number of air and maritime patrol hours pri-20

marily dedicated to drug supply reduction mis-21

sions undertaken by each component of the agen-22

cy. 23

‘‘(D) Not later than July 1 of each year, the 24

head of a designated National Drug Control Pro-25
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gram Agency shall submit to the Director and 1

the appropriate congressional committees infor-2

mation for the preceding year regarding the 3

number and type of— 4

‘‘(i) arrests for drug violations; 5

‘‘(ii) prosecutions for drug violations 6

by United States Attorneys; and 7

‘‘(iii) seizures of drugs by each compo-8

nent of the Department of Justice seizing 9

drugs, as well as statistical information on 10

the geographic areas of such seizures. 11

‘‘(f) DATA EXCHANGE STANDARDS FOR IMPROVED 12

INTEROPERABILITY.— 13

‘‘(1) INTERAGENCY AND INTERGOVERNMENTAL 14

DESIGNATION AND USE OF DATA EXCHANGE STAND-15

ARDS WORKING GROUP.—The Director shall establish 16

a working group of National Drug Control Program 17

Agencies, State, local and Tribal government health 18

and law enforcement agencies, and data governance 19

experts to develop consensus data exchange standards 20

for necessary categories of information that allow ef-21

fective electronic exchange of information between 22

States, between State agencies, between States and 23

National Drug Control Program Agencies, and any 24

other drug control relevant data exchange. 25
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‘‘(2) DATA EXCHANGE STANDARDS MUST BE NON-1

maintained by Federal entities with authority 18

over contracting and financial assistance.

‘‘(4) DATA EXCHANGE STANDARDS FOR FEDERAL 20

REPORTING.— 21

‘‘(A) DESIGNATION.—The Director may, in 22

consultation with the working group established 23

under this section, National Drug Control Pro-24

gram Agencies, and State, local, and Tribal gov-25
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ernments, designate data exchange standards to 1

govern Federal reporting and exchange require-2

ments for National Drug Control Programs, as 3

appropriate.

‘‘(B) REQUIREMENTS.—The data exchange 5

reporting standards required by subparagraph 6

(A) shall, to the extent practicable— 7

‘‘(i) incorporate a widely accepted, 8

nonproprietary, searchable, machine-read-9

applicable accounting principles; 12

‘‘(iii) be implemented in a manner 13

that is cost-effective and improves program 14

efficiency and effectiveness; and 15

‘‘(iv) be capable of being continually 16

upgraded as necessary.

‘‘(C) INCORPORATION OF NONPROPRIETARY 18

STANDARDS.—In designating data exchange 19

standards under this paragraph, the Director 20

shall, to the extent practicable, incorporate exist-21

ing nonproprietary standards. 22

‘‘(D) RULE OF CONSTRUCTION.—Nothing in 23

this paragraph shall be construed to require a 24

change to existing data exchange standards for 25
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Federal reporting about a program referred to in 1

this section, if the head of the agency responsible 2

for administering the program finds the stand-3

ards to be effective and efficient. 4

‘‘(5) TERMINATION.—The working group estab-5

lished under paragraph (1) shall terminate not ear-6

lier than 60 days after the public notification of ter-7

mination by the Director. 8

‘‘(g) ANNUAL DATA COLLECTION AND DISSEMINATION 9

REQUIREMENTS.— 10

‘‘(1) IN GENERAL.—The Director shall collect 11

and disseminate, as appropriate, such information as 12

the Director determines is appropriate, but not less 13

than the information described in this subsection. To 14

the extent practicable, the data shall be publicly 15

available in a machine-readable format on the Drug 16

Control Data Dashboard, be searchable by year, agen-17

cy, drug, and location, and cover not less than the 18

previous 10-year period. 19

‘‘(2) PREPARATION AND DISSEMINATION OF IN-20

‘‘(iii) illicit drug use by arrestees, pro-10

bationers, and parolees. 11

‘‘(B) An assessment of the reduction of il-12

licit drug availability, for each drug identified 13

under section 1005(c)(1)(A)(i), as measured by— 14

‘‘(i) the quantities of such drug avail-15

able for consumption in the United States; 16

‘‘(ii) the amount of such drug entering 17

the United States; 18

‘‘(iii) the number of illicit drug manu-19

facturing laboratories seized and destroyed 20

of each relevant drug and the number of 21

hectares cultivated and destroyed domesti-22

cally and in other countries of each relevant 23

drug; 24
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‘‘(iv) the number of metric tons of such 1

drug seized; and 2

‘‘(v) changes in the price and purity of 3

such drug. 4

‘‘(C) An assessment of the reduction of the 5

consequences of illicit drug use and availability, 6

which shall include— 7

‘‘(i) the cost of treating substance use 8

disorder in the United States, such as the 9

quantity of illicit drug-related services pro-10

vided; 11

‘‘(ii) the annual national health care 12

cost of illicit drug use; and 13

‘‘(iii) the extent of illicit drug-related 14

crime and criminal activity. 15

‘‘(D) A determination of the status of drug 16

treatment in the United States, by assessing— 17

‘‘(i) public and private treatment utili-18

zation; and 19

‘‘(ii) the number of illicit drug users 20

the Director estimates meet diagnostic cri-21

teria for treatment. 22

‘‘(E) A summary of the efforts made to co-23

ordinate with private sector entities to conduct 24
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private research and development of medications 1

to treat addiction by— 2

‘‘(i) screening chemicals for potential 3

therapeutic value; 4

‘‘(ii) developing promising compounds; 5

‘‘(iii) conducting clinical trials; 6

‘‘(iv) seeking Food and Drug Adminis-7

tration approval for drugs to treat addic-8

tion; 9

‘‘(v) marketing the drug for the treat-10

ment of addiction; 11

‘‘(vi) urging physicians to use the drug 12

in the treatment of addiction; and 13

‘‘(vii) encouraging insurance compa-14

nies to reimburse the cost of the drug for the 15

treatment of addiction. 16

‘‘§ 1014. Annual audit and investigation requirements 17

‘‘(a) PERIODIC GOVERNMENT ACCOUNTABILITY OF-18

FICE AUDITS OF PROGRAMS AND OPERATIONS.—Not later 19

than December 31, 2019, and every 3 years thereafter, the 20

Comptroller General shall— 21

‘‘(1) conduct and supervise an audit and inves-22

tigation relating to the programs and operations of— 23

TRAFFICKING AREAS PROGRAM 2

‘‘§ 1021. High intensity drug trafficking areas pro-3

gram 4

‘‘(a) ESTABLISHMENT.— 5

‘‘(1) IN GENERAL.—There is established in the 6

Office a program to be known as the High Intensity 7

Drug Trafficking Areas Program (in this section re-8

ferred to as the ‘Program’). 9

‘‘(2) PURPOSE.—The purpose of the Program is 10

to reduce drug trafficking and drug production in the 11

United States by— 12

‘‘(A) facilitating cooperation among Fed-13

eral, State, local, and Tribal law enforcement 14

agencies to share information and implement co-15

ordinated enforcement activities; 16

‘‘(B) enhancing law enforcement intelligence 17

sharing among Federal, State, local, and Tribal 18

law enforcement agencies; 19

‘‘(C) providing reliable law enforcement in-20

telligence to law enforcement agencies needed to 21

design effective enforcement strategies and oper-22

ations; and 23

‘‘(D) supporting coordinated law enforce-24

ment strategies which maximize use of available 25
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resources to reduce the supply of illegal drugs in 1

designated areas and in the United States as a 2

whole. 3

‘‘(b) DESIGNATION.— 4

‘‘(1) IN GENERAL.—The Director, in consultation 5

with the Attorney General, the Secretary of the Treas-6

ury, the Secretary of Homeland Security, heads of the 7

National Drug Control Program Agencies, and the 8

Governor of each applicable State, may designate any 9

specified area of the United States as a high intensity 10

drug trafficking area. 11

‘‘(2) ACTIVITIES.—After making a designation 12

under paragraph (1) and in order to provide Federal 13

assistance to the area so designated, the Director 14

may— 15

‘‘(A) obligate such sums as are appropriated 16

for the Program; 17

‘‘(B) direct the temporary reassignment of 18

Federal personnel to such area, subject to the ap-19

proval of the head of the agency that employs 20

such personnel; 21

‘‘(C) take any other action authorized under 22

this chapter to provide increased Federal assist-23

ance to those areas; and 24
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‘‘(D) coordinate activities under this section 1

(specifically administrative, recordkeeping, and 2

funds management activities) with State, local, 3

and Tribal officials. 4

‘‘(c) PETITIONS FOR DESIGNATION.—The Director 5

shall establish and maintain regulations under which a coa-6

lition of interested law enforcement agencies from an area 7

may petition for designation as a high intensity drug traf-8

ficking area (in this section referred to as the ‘HIDTA’). 9

Such regulations shall provide for a regular review by the 10

Director of the petition, including a recommendation re-11

garding the merit of the petition to the Director by a panel 12

of qualified, independent experts. 13

‘‘(d) FACTORS FOR CONSIDERATION.—In considering 14

whether to designate an area under this section as a high 15

intensity drug trafficking area, the Director shall consider, 16

in addition to such other criteria as the Director considers 17

to be appropriate, the extent to which— 18

‘‘(1) the area is a significant center of illegal 19

drug production, manufacturing, importation, or dis-20

tribution; 21

‘‘(2) State, local, and Tribal law enforcement 22

agencies have committed resources to respond to the 23

drug trafficking problem in the area, thereby indi-24
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cating a determination to respond aggressively to the 1

problem; 2

‘‘(3) drug-related activities in the area are hav-3

ing a significant harmful impact in the area, and in 4

other areas of the country; and 5

‘‘(4) a significant increase in allocation of Fed-6

eral resources is necessary to respond adequately to 7

drug-related activities in the area. 8

‘‘(e) ORGANIZATION OF HIGH INTENSITY DRUG TRAF-9

FICKING AREAS.— 10

‘‘(1) EXECUTIVE BOARD AND OFFICERS.—To be 11

eligible for funds appropriated under this section, 12

each high intensity drug trafficking area shall be gov-13

erned by an Executive Board. The Executive Board 14

shall designate a chairman, vice chairman, and any 15

other officers to the Executive Board that it deter-16

mines are necessary. 17

‘‘(2) RESPONSIBILITIES.—The Executive Board 18

of a high intensity drug trafficking area shall be re-19

sponsible for— 20

‘‘(A) providing direction and oversight in 21

establishing and achieving the goals of the high 22

intensity drug trafficking area; 23

‘‘(B) managing the funds of the high inten-24

sity drug trafficking area; 25
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‘‘(C) reviewing and approving all funding 1

proposals consistent with the overall objective of 2

the high intensity drug trafficking area; and 3

‘‘(D) reviewing and approving all reports to 4

the Director on the activities of the high inten-5

sity drug trafficking area. 6

‘‘(3) BOARD REPRESENTATION.—None of the 7

funds appropriated under this section may be ex-8

pended for any high intensity drug trafficking area, 9

or for a partnership or region of a high intensity 10

drug trafficking area, if the Executive Board for such 11

area, region, or partnership, does not apportion an 12

equal number of votes between representatives of par-13

ticipating agencies and representatives of partici-14

pating State, local, and Tribal agencies. Where it is 15

impractical for an equal number of representatives of 16

agencies and State, local, and Tribal agencies to at-17

tend a meeting of an Executive Board in person, the 18

Executive Board may use a system of proxy votes or 19

weighted votes to achieve the voting balance required 20

by this paragraph. 21

‘‘(4) NO AGENCY RELATIONSHIP.—The eligibility 22

requirements of this section are intended to ensure the 23

responsible use of Federal funds. Nothing in this sec-24

tion is intended to create an agency relationship be-25
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tween individual high intensity drug trafficking areas 1

and the Federal Government. 2

‘‘(f) USE OF FUNDS.—The Director shall ensure that 3

not more than 5 percent of Federal funds appropriated for 4

the Program are expended for drug treatment programs and 5

not more than 5 percent of the Federal funds appropriated 6

for the Program are expended for drug prevention pro-7

grams. 8

‘‘(g) COUNTERTERRORISM ACTIVITIES.— 9

‘‘(1) ASSISTANCE AUTHORIZED.—The Director 10

may authorize use of resources available for the Pro-11

gram to assist Federal, State, local, and Tribal law 12

enforcement agencies in investigations and activities 13

related to terrorism and prevention of terrorism, espe-14

cially but not exclusively with respect to such inves-15

tigations and activities that are also related to drug 16

trafficking. 17

‘‘(1) the amount proposed for each HIDTA, con-13

ditional upon a review by the Office of the request 14

submitted by such HIDTA and the performance of 15

such HIDTA, with supporting narrative descriptions 16

and rationale for each request; 17

‘‘(2) a detailed justification that explains— 18

‘‘(A) the reasons for the proposed funding 19

level and how such funding level was determined 20

based on a current assessment of the drug traf-21

ficking threat in each high intensity drug traf-22

ficking area; 23

‘‘(k) HIDTA ANNUAL EVALUATION REPORT.—As part 11

of each National Drug Control Evaluation assessment 12

under section 1006, the Director shall include, for each des-13

ignated high intensity drug trafficking area, a report 14

that— 15

‘‘(1) describes— 16

‘‘(A) the specific purposes for the high in-17

tensity drug trafficking area; and 18

‘‘(B) the specific long-term and short-term 19

goals and objectives for the high intensity drug 20

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‘‘(3) assesses the number and operation of all fed-1

erally funded drug enforcement task forces within 2

such high intensity drug trafficking area; 3

‘‘(A) each Federal, State, local, and Tribal 5

drug enforcement task force operating in such 6

high intensity drug trafficking area; 7

‘‘(B) how such task forces coordinate with 8

each other, with any high intensity drug traf-9

ficking area task force, and with investigations 10

receiving funds from the Organized Crime and 11

Drug Enforcement Task Force; 12

‘‘(C) what steps, if any, each such task force 13

takes to share information regarding drug traf-14

ficking and drug production with other federally 15

and between such agencies and similar agencies 10

outside the high intensity drug trafficking area. 11

‘‘(l) COORDINATION OF LAW ENFORCEMENT INTEL-12

LIGENCE SHARING WITH ORGANIZED CRIME DRUG EN-13

FORCEMENT TASK FORCE PROGRAM.— 14

‘‘(1) DRUG ENFORCEMENT INTELLIGENCE SHAR-15

ING.—The Director, in consultation with the Attorney 16

General, shall ensure that any drug enforcement intel-17

ligence obtained by the Intelligence Support Center 18

for each high intensity drug trafficking area is 19

shared, on a timely basis, with the drug intelligence 20

fusion center operated by the Organized Crime Drug 21

program to support communities in the development and 12

implementation of comprehensive, long-term plans and pro-13

grams to prevent and treat substance use and misuse among 14

youth.

5

‘‘(xi) State, local, or tribal govern-6

mental agencies with expertise in the field 7

of substance use prevention or substance use 8

disorders (including, if applicable, the State 9

authority with primary authority for sub-10

stance use and misuse). 11

‘‘(xii) Other organizations involved in 12

reducing the prevalence of substance use and 13

misuse or substance use disorders. 14

‘‘(B) ELECTED OFFICIALS.—If feasible, in 15

addition to representatives from the categories 16

listed in subparagraph (A), the coalition shall 17

have an elected official (or a representative of an 18

elected official) from— 19

‘‘(i) the Federal Government; and 20

‘‘(ii) the government of the appropriate 21

State and political subdivision thereof or 22

the governing body or an Indian tribe (as 23

that term is defined in section 4(e) of the 24

cludes programs and activities relating to the use 12

and misuse of drugs described in section 13

1037(6)(A), in existence at the time of the grant 14

‘‘(ii) identify substance use and misuse pro-16

grams and service gaps, which, at a minimum, 17

includes programs and gaps relating to the use 18

and misuse of drugs described in section 19

1037(6)(A), in the community; 20

‘‘(D) develop a strategic plan to reduce sub-21

stance use and misuse among youth, which, at a 22

minimum, includes the use and misuse of drugs 23

described in section 1037(6)(A), in a comprehen-24

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‘‘(E) work to develop a consensus regarding 1

the priorities of the community to combat sub-2

stance use and misuse among youth, which, at a 3

minimum, includes the use and misuse of drugs 4

described in section 1037(6)(A). 5

‘‘(5) SUSTAINABILITY.—The coalition shall dem-6

onstrate that the coalition is an ongoing concern by 7

demonstrating that the coalition— 8

determines to be appropriate; or 12

‘‘(ii) part of, or is associated with, an 13

established legal entity; 14

(b) CONTENTS OF REPORT.—The reports described in 9

subsection (a) shall include the following: 10

(1) A review of the implementation of the edu-11

cation and outreach campaign for emerging threats, 12

including— 13

(A) whether the objectives of the campaign 14

and the media campaign have been met during 15

the relevant period; and 16

(B) whether the Office took steps to ensure 17

that the campaign operated in an efficient and 18

effective manner consistent with the overall strat-19

egy and focus of the campaign. 20

(2) A review of the adherence to policies and 21

practices implemented to ensure that Federal funds 22

were used responsibly to purchase advertising time 23

and space and eliminate the potential for waste, 24

fraud and abuse. 25
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(3) An evaluation of the most recent, applicable 1

National Drug Control Strategy, including whether 2

the National Drug Control Strategy met the require-3

ments of section 1005 of title 31, United States Code, 4

as added by section 2(b). 5

(4) An evaluation of whether the required annual 6

assessments prepared by the Office met the require-7

ments of section 1006 of title 31, United States Code, 8

as added by section 2(b). 9

(5) Such other matters as the Comptroller Gen-10

eral determines to be appropriate. 11

SEC. 7. DEFINITIONS. 12

In this Act, the terms ‘‘appropriate congressional com-13

mittees’’, ‘‘Director’’, ‘‘drug’’, ‘‘illicit drug use’’, ‘‘illicit 14

drugs’’, and ‘‘National Drug Control Program Agencies’’ 15

have the meaning given those terms in section 1001 of title 16

31, United States Code. 17
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
